Four 
of these adm inistrators are a s­ 
signed to the central adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Staffing provisions in the tow n­ 
ship have not kept pace with the 
increase in pupil enrollm ents, the 
study noted. In 1960-61 the num ­ 
ber of professionals in the sys­ 
tem per 1,000 pupils was 43.2; in 
1961-62 this figure dropped to 38.6; 
in 1962-63 it rose slightly to 42.2. 
M inimum staff adequacy for a 
school system , as recom m ended 
by the Educational Policies Com­ 
m ission, is 50 professionals per 
1,000 pupils. 
Hampering Staff 
This, the bureau feels, is sev­ 
erely ham pering the adm inistra­ 
tive staff in 
its day-to-day a t­ 
tem pts to "in terp ret unexpressed 
policy." 
The bureau also feels that the 
salary plan for teachers is ex­ 
trem ely 
rigid, 
the

am ong classes ranging from $100 
to $200. It also noted that the 
school board bas not taken action 
on a com prehensive salary sched­ 
ule for adm inistrators.

Talks Resume 
On Disarming 


GENEVA «rP D — D elegates to 
the 17-nation disarm am ent confer­ 
ence gathered today, after a six- 
week recess, in an atm osphere of 
optim ism generated by the East 
West agreem ent on a partial nu­ 
clear test ban. 
Charles C. Steele, chief U.S 
negotiator, said on arriv al Mon 
day he w as looking forw ard to 
"useful and constructive session. 
W estern officials w ere reported 
hopeful that the test ban agree­ 
m ent initialed in Moscow would 
lead the way for settlem ents of 
other cold w ar issues. But the 
delegates w ere not certain just 
w here to begin. The different ap­ 
proaches included: 
Expects Non-Aggression Try 
—An expected attem pt by Sovi­ 
et delegate Semyon K. T sarapkin 
to press for a non-aggression pact 
between the NATO and Warsaw 
treaty alliances, and to urge cre­ 
ation of nuclear free zones in 
A frica, South A m erica, and pos­ 
sibly C entral Europe. 
—A bid by the eight neutral na­ 
tions to extend the new test ban, 
which covers only explosions in 
the atm osphere, outer space, and 
under w ater, to include under­ 
ground tests. 
—A W estern move to investi­ 
gate the two issues on which it 
is felt the Soviets are ready to 
talk seriously — the prevention of 
surprise attack and the reduction 
of m issile stockpiles.

D rive, who is chairm an of the 
citizens’ com m ittees for both zon 
ing and industrial developm ent in 
the em battled borough. 
The 20-some in attendance m ade 
enough noise for tw ice their num ­ 
ber. 
Arguing vociferously and fre 
quently against zoning w ere Coun­ 
cilm an John Silvi, Council P resi­ 
dent M ichael Pirolli, P arto, B ern­ 
ard Mazzocchi of 366 M ain St. 
and N orm an White, 201 Main St. 
Janson carried m ost of the de­ 
bate in favor of the code with 
Jam es Borie, 348 Lakeside D rive; 
Hunt and Mr. and M rs. Kenneth 
Buchen, 528 Lakeside Drive, sup­ 
porting him.

What is a “rip rap” program? 
That’s the question put to Wil­ 
liam R. Johnson, acting execu­ 
tive director, Delaware R i v e r 
Joint Toll Bridge Commission in 
Morrisville recently. 
A casual glance during a trip 
through Washington Crossing re­ 
cently showed that several men 
were busy at work down under 
the Washington Crossing F r e e 
Bridge. 


A ctivity At Bridge 
The activity has us wonder­ 
ing just exactly what these men

Freed In 1922 
Johnson explained the original 
Washington Crossing Bridge was 
built in 1831 and was freed of 
tolls in April 25, 1922. The bridge 
commission purchased it for $40,- 
000. 
The present six-span, steel, riv­ 
eted, double Warren truss bridge 
was built in 1904, after the wood­ 
en structure was destroyed by 
flood in 1903, leaving the pier
